He was in charge of the Halifax Divi- 
sion in 1917, when happened the terrible explos- 
ion and, with Mrs. Crlchton and family, he was 
miraculously preserved, A short term iu Toronto 
was followed by the command of the London 
Division. During that appointment the Brigadier 
contracted a severe chill, which resulted in a 
breakdown in health and a chnuge became im- 
perative.

AFTER thirty-eight years' service as a Salvation Army Officer, Field- 
Major McRae has stepped out of the front line trencher. His career 
has been one of warm-hearted and devoted service to Lhe cause ot 
Christ and The Army. To counsel the erring, succor the Buffering and cheer 
the despondent has been his tlelight. After his 
conversion, and at the age of twenty-three, the 
Field-Major identified himself with The Army. 
The same, year he became an Ollleer and was 
appointed to Montreal I. Several Field appoint- 
ments followed, many of which were fraught with 
persecution and imprisonment. Then came orders 
for Newfoundland, where he spent four and a 
half years as a District Officer, after which he 
was appointed to Special Work iu Western Can- 
ada, whure he was uuited iu marriage to Ensign 
L. B. Scott, who, prior to becoming an Officer, 
was a school teacher. 

Amongst his most interesting appointments 
he regards the term spent at the Tisdale Col- 
ony in Western Canada. On his arrival there he 
found a dual task confronting him. lie was call- 
ed upon to be both carpenter and peacemaker. 
There were no houses for the fifteen families \v\\'~ 
had gathered there to live in, and added to that 
discomfort there was frequent quarrelling nmong 
them, in which The Salvation Army Officer was 
required to act as mediator. Meetings were com- 
menced, but even these efforts did not appear to 
make much difference to the community, and it 
was not until some time after the Major and 
his wife had farewelled and were invited back 
to conduct week-end Meetings that the fruit of 
their labors was revealed and a. bountiful harvest 
reaped, for, with one or two exceptions, the whole 
colony sought Salvation or Sanctifieation. 

For some years, until appointed to the Hamil- 
ton Men's Social Department, the Major rendered 
splendid service iu the Toronto Police Court, 
To say that he was a friend to many who found 
themselves there is putting it mildly. If space 
would permit many stories could be related of 
how the Major and his devoted wife have extend- 
ed the helping hand to their fellowmen.

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MRS. FIELD-MAJOR McRAE 

S was a common occurrence In the early 
stages of Army activities, Mrs. McRae (neo 
■ Lily Scott) found In her rather a hitter 
opponent when the question of entering The 
Army work was suggested. She was a very suc- 
cessful sehool teacher, and to the business mind 
of Mr. Scott it seemed a piece of utter folly that 
his daughter should throw her talents to the 
wind, as it were, and join what he termed "The 
Army rabble," She was resolved, however, that 
her duty lay in that direction and so she applied 
for the Work, fn 1895 she was accepted. 

Her first stations were in the State of Mon- 
tana, which was included at that time in tho 
Canadian Territory, but which is now attached 
to the U.S.A. In such towns as Butte, Moscow, 
Missonlin and others, she spent hor first difficult 
yoars of Officership and in these places the 
ground-work of a stedfast consecration, which has 
stood the test of over a quarter century, was luid. 
Several Corps In British Columbia wore next 
commauded. While she was stationed at Penile, 
the miners went out on strike aud as their de- 
mands were not acceded lo much bitterness was 
aroused. To add to their wrath, strike-breakers 
were given work. In the course of visiting a 
mining camp iu the district, Captain Scott with 
her Lieutenant (now Staff-Captain Lewis) was 
warned that it would bo dangerous to return home 
as vengeance was to be wreaked that night on 
the strike-breakers. It was, however, impossible 
for them to stay, so they started on their joumry. 
About a mile from tho camp they were roughly 
halted by some masked man who, after querying 
them closely and observing the uniform, allowed 
them to pass on. It was a Providential deliver- 
ance, for which they gave God glory, In October, 1904. she was united in 
marriage to Adjutant McRae, and for twenty years has served faithfully by 
the side of her husbaud, Two children hove beou born to them, Hrengle 
Seott aud Rallton Munro. Ralltou passed away, but Brengle is a .Salvationist 
Bandsman, Mrs. McRae is held In high regard by all who know her.

We re- 
fer in particular to those words be- 
ginning with: — "Never seek to pre- 
vent her (or his) doing anythinK 
that is within her for his) power to 
do, or giving anything that is within 
her (or his) power to give, to help 
The Salvation Army, and will you 
promise to use all your influence to 
promote her (or his) constant and 
entire self-sacrifice for the Salvation 
of the world, and, forsaking all 
others, Iteep you only unto her (or 
him), go long qh you both shall live?"

However, those features of our marriage ceremony, which are Safe 
tionistically unique and distinct from other religious bodies, are found in 
what is termed "Articles of Marriage." These articles consist of seven dil- 
ferent promises quite apart from the common and ordaiucd declaration «| 
loyalty to one another. These promises may be focussed into one word' 
namely, "Devotion." The bride and bridegroom pledge an unstinted dW 
tion of themselves to God, The Army, and the souls of their fellow-men 

Article No. I is finely characteristic of the spirit of consecration cos- 
tained in the six pledges that follow it. It reads: — 

"We do solemnly declare that we have not sought this marriage for the 
sake of our own happiness and interests only, i 
though we hope these will be furthered thereoj; te 
because we believe that the union will enable sj 
better to please and Berve God, and more eamesilj 
and successfully to fight and work in The Salvatlm 
Army." 

Note that which should motivate the two parties 
to such a holy union — "Beeause we believe that the 
uuion will enable us hetter to please and serve Goi" 
We think that herein lies one of the secrets ot He 
happy and satisfactory conjugal relations exlstins 
between the majority of Salvationist husbands acS 
wives— there is a voluntary denial of self in fawr 
of Kingdom Enterprises right from the very nuptial 
Hour. This willingness to do violence to one's oira 
preferences and natural leaning* in order \M 
Christ's proRram for the world might !>p the fluids? 
realized, has undoubtedly lent impetus to The Army's

Pentecost standB for another, 
when (he Holy Ghost was bestowed upon the Church. Each of these epochs 
litis its parallel In Christian experience. Like Gunyan's pilgrim, we must, 
all have niu' Kio;ii, where we are made to feel the terrors! of the law 
through a pungent conviction for sin. Wo, find no peace till we come in 
sight of Calvary and there at the cross we are reconciled to God— this 
is our conversion. Nest it is our glorious privilege to move on to Pente- 
cost, where, as a d-dlnite work, subsequent to conversion, wo may be filled 
with I he Holy Ctiost. Every Christian may have a personal Pentecost. 
The results of the lirst Pentecostal beslowment were wonderful. Among 
them we may mention: 

First. The difference in Christian experience, 
Before l'enleermi lli'-re were many things existing in the DlRCiples that 
were wrong and decidedly detrimental to tile spread of the OoepbI. There 
wore strife, worldly ambition, selr-seeklug, bigotry. There was little "per- 
fect love," Penleeosi made an end of this, however.

A tale of sorrow, but also of tri- 
umph over sorrow, is told by 
the Commandant. Six years 
after her marriage to Adjutant James 
Adams, he passed to hi.s Great Ho- 
ward. Added to this cubic the death 
of her two children who sickened and 
died wiLhin a very short period. 

It was not at an Army Penitent- 
form that our retired comrade "saw 
tlie %'1H," but in a Methodist Church 
in Toronto.

A tale of sorrow, but also of tri- 
umph over sorrow, is told by 
the Commandant. Six years 
after her marriage to Adjutant James 
Adams, he passed to his Great Re- 
ward. Added to this came the death 
of her two children who sickened and 
died within a very short period. 

11 was not at an Army Penitent- 
form that our retired comrade "saw 
the light," but in u Methodist Church 
in Toronto. Seven months later, hav- 
ing made the acquaintance of The 
Army in some Camp meetings which 
were in full swing in a certain section 
of the City, she felt called to enlist 
under The Army Banner and for five 
years soldiered at Dovercouvt Corps. 

Our Comrade entered the Training 
Gairi-^n on December 13th, 1896, 
and after four months she was 
appointed to Lindsay to assist 
Adjutant Soarr. After seven months 
the rod braid was donned and she pro- 
ceeded to Saull Ste. Marie in chni-fje. 
A brief stav at that place and she was 
rent, to Little Current on the Mani- 
toulin Islands, and later "supplied" at 
Dundas for a lime. 

On December 28th, 1808, her mar- 
riage to Adjutant Adams took place in 
the Lippincott Citadel and was con- 
ducted by Colonel Gaskin. 

Her next appointment was tackled 
single handed. It was to Calgary to 
commence Rescue work. It was not 
long- before the. intense nervous strain 
to which she had been subjected, to- 
gether with the vigorous climate, 
brought about o complete breakdown, 
nnd our comrade was laid aside for a 
considerable time. 

She made a remarkable recovery 
and in 1911 took up Police Court 
Work in Toronto. Periods of service 
at Bellevue Avenue Rescue Home, and 
Uethesda Hospital, London, were fol- 
lowed by her last appointment al 
T.H.Q. where she spent two yenre.

SOFT soap is a simple remedy for 
scalds- or burns. 

Stored silver will not tarnish if a 
piece of camphor is put away with it. 

Hun a piece of stale bread through 
the mincinir machine if fjit meat or 
anything frrcu.-y has been minced. 

A spoonful of miL-tai'd added to the 
wasliill.f-up water will rnnnvo the 
smell of fish from cutlery and crock- 
ery. 

To remove excess of fat from soup.

off.
